FOGG WILL RUN FOR 

PRISON COMMISSIONER. 


Lexington, Ky.. March 25.—Finley E. 
Fogg, of Morgan coutlty. has notified 
his friends here that he will be a can¬

Macon, Ga., March 25.—[Special.]— 
Judge Emory Speer, in the United 
States Court here to-day, rendered a 
decision upholding the constitutional¬ 
ity of the Employers’ Llabtllty Act 
passed by the last Congress. The de¬ 
cision Is directly opposed to that hand¬ 
ed down by Judge Evans at Louis-1 
ville and Judge McCall at Memphis, 
both of whom declared the act In sub¬ 
stance repugnant to the Constitution 
of tho United States. 

The acton was that of Lu^y Sneed, 
administratrix, against the Central of 
Georgia Railroad Company. 

Judge Speer says that there is no 
doubt In his mind as to the constitu¬ 
tionality of the measure, and declares 
that even if the doubt existed, ho 
would uphold the statute. He calls I 
attention to the prevalence of rail¬ 
road disasters, and pays that any effort 
on the part of the Government which 
goes to make the lives of those em¬ 
ployed in the country's largest Inter¬ 
ests more safe, should in no event be 
discredited.

Judge Speer declared that to com¬ 
mend, to prohibit and to protect men 
engaged in the handling of commerce, 
whether interstate or foreign, is w# 11 - 
in the domain of national legislative 
regulations. Congress Having the right 
to control commerce on the high seas, 
as established by the courts repeated¬ 
ly, It follows, says Judge Speer, that 
it has tho right to control the trans¬ 
portation by land of the same com¬ 
merce. 

Tho creation of the Interstate Com¬ 
merce Commission, the enactment of 
statutes against arbitrary and dis¬ 
criminating rates, the adoption of the 
anti-trust law, forbidding combina¬ 
tions in restraint of trade, held di¬ 
rectly applicable to railroads, even 
though chartered by StAtes, the law 
denouncing rebates and forbidding 
passes In interstate traffic, are quoted 
as illustrations of the power of Con¬ 
gress to control such matters. 

Judge Speer, In his opinion, cites the 
fact that many States, and even for¬ 
eign countries, have practically adopt¬ 
ed the law enacted by Congress. 
He says that the National Legislature, 
evidently determining that there 
should be a uniform law for the pro¬ 
tection of the million or more em¬ 
ployes of railroads in the United 
States, enacted the measure, the con-, 
stltutlonality of which has been called 
in question. 

• • • 

Deserves Approbation. 


The decision points out that no in¬ 
jury can result to corporations or to 
any useful or valuable power of the 
State by this national legislation. The 
act it says, is no deprivation to the 
corporations of due process of law. 
Their cases are triable in courts au¬ 
thorized by the Constitution. 

Many seek the United States Courts 
by removal. Judge Speer says, when 
cases are brought In the State courts. 
The act does not deprive the plaintiff 
of power to sue in the State courts 
if he prefers. Judge Speer quotes 
numerous decisions to sustain his po¬ 
sition. and concludes with the state¬ 
ment: 

'I am clear a* to the constitution¬ 
ality of this measure, but if I were in 
doubt I would uphold the law'. The 
law deserve** the approbation of the 
entire country'- Its incentive to care¬ 
fulness by those who control railways 
will be Immeasurable. At a period 
w'hen every day brings Its story' of 
crashing and murderous collisions, the 
long catalogue of slatn. mangled and 
dismembered, such efforts on the part 
of the Government to extend its pro¬ 
tecting care around its people em¬ 
ployed In Its mightiest interest, should 
not be Hgluly disregarded. 


New’ York, March 25.—In anticipation 
of some action on tho part of Justice 
Fitzgerald regarding me appointment 
of a lunacy commission for Harry K. 
Thaw, District Attorney Jerome and 
all of the counsel for tho defense w*ere 
present in tho criminal branch of tho 
Supreme Court this morning at 11 
o'clock. Justice Fitzgerald had fixed 
that hour for notifying the lawyers 
In case he should desire further evi¬ 
dence from either side or an argument 
of any sort. The members of the de¬ 
fendant's family were all iri court. Mrs. 
Evelym Nosblt Thaw’ came down town 
alone and entered the Criminal Courts 
building unaccompanied. Mrs. Will¬ 
iam Thaw’ and her two daughters, the 
Countess of Yarmouth and Mrs. George 
L. Carnegie, arrived together, and Ed¬ 
ward Thaw’ appeared soon thereafter. 

There w’as a long wait for Justice 
Fitzgerald, who did not arrive until 
after 3 o'clock In the afternoon. By 
this time the women members of the 
Thaw family had become tired out and 
had ^turned to their hotels. When 
the Judge finally’ took his place on the 
bench he merely w’ent through the for¬ 
mality of having the court session ad¬ 
journed until Wednesday morning at 
10:30 o'clock, the hour set last Friday 
for the jury to make Us appearance 
In the case. Justice Fitzgerald made 
no announcement whatever to the at¬ 
torneys, the ceremonies in court oc¬ 
cupying less than two minutes. 

If Justice Fitzgerald decides to ap¬ 
point a Commission he will probably 
first excuse the Jurors indefinitely, in¬ 
forming them that they will be duly 
notified w’hen their presence is again 
desired. Then, after the Jury retires, 
he will formally announce the appoint¬ 
ment of a commission. If the Judge 
decides not to appoint a commission 
he may make no other announcement 
than to direct that the trial proceed. 


Washington, March 25.—[Special.]— 
There strolled into the off.Ices of tho 
President to-day this combination: 
"Ben" Daniels, United States Marshal 
of Arizdna, one time Sheriff of the 
county in which Dodge City is situated; 
“Bat" Masterson, Marshal of Dodge 
City in its bnd days, and "BuU" An¬ 
drews, delegate from New’ Mexico to 
Congress. Andrews has had some ex¬ 
periences in Pennsylvania politics and 
In frontier life, but he has seen nothing 
of the sights witnessed by Masterson 
and Daniels, both of whom were fight¬ 
ers In the dramas of a number of 
Western cities. 

Daniels and Masterson knew each 
other many years ago, and to-day they 
talked over the past, or some of it, at 
least. As ail three strolled into the of¬ 
fice of the President he stopped busi¬ 
ness and said: “Let mo shako hands 
with these three mugwumps." After 
talking with them awhile he took them 
out In the rear of his office, where 
Theodore, Jr., was playing tennis, and 
introduced them to his oldest son. 

Daniels was In the President's "Rough 
Rider" regiment in the Spanish War. 
and has been a United Slates Marshal 
for some time. The President got 
"Bat" Masterson a Job as a deputy 
marshal In New’ York, but he has given 
that up and Is doing sporting for a 
New’ York newspaper, coming here to 
the Bennings races.

FORTY MILES IN CANOE

PRESIDENT’S BOYS HAVE

AMBASSADOR STERN BURG IS

Washington, March 25.--Taking ad¬ 
vantage of the fine weather to-day. 
the President, accompanied by Am¬ 
bassador Speck Von Sternburg and the 
two older Roosevelt boys, Theodore, 
Jr., and Kermlt, took a long ride In 
the suburbs. The Ambasstidor. like the 
President. Is a good horseman, und 
frequently accompanies the latter on 
his afternoon excursions Into the coun¬ 
try. 

Baron Sternburg was a private In 
the Franco-Prusslan war at the age 
of sixteen, and when the President was 


Lexington, Ky.. March 25.—[Special.] 
—Mack Grigsby was brought to St. Jo¬ 
seph's Hospital here this evening with 
a bullet hole through his lungs. He was 
shot last Friday on Quicksand creek. In 
Breathitt coainjy. and brought forty 
miles In a canoe to Jackson where he 
w’as placed In an L. and E. train for 
this city. The wound is a dangerous 
one, and had become inflamed by the 
long deferred surgical attention. Under 
ordinary circumstances it would prove 
fatal, but the magnificent vitality of the 
mountaineer may pull him through. 

Young Grigsby was shot last Friday 
night during a difficulty with the Wat¬ 
kins boys, at the house of Buck Brad¬ 
ley, about twenty-five miles from Jack- 
son. His father, John Grigsby, a well- 
known! citizen of Breathitt, lived thirty 
miles away, but as soon as he heard of 
his son being shot he mounted his horse 
and rode over the mountains to his aid. 
He found the wounded man in too seri¬ 
ous a condition to be taken over the 
rough roads to Jackson, which was the 
nearest point where medical aid could 
be obtained, and a bed. fixed In a canoe, 
and with his father at the paddle, the 
long journey of about forty miles down 
Quicksand creek and the Kentuck river 
to Jackson was begun. The canoe trav¬ 
eled easier than any ambulance but the 
wounded man suffered terribly from his 
undressed wound and the lack of any 
nursing except the rude though tender 
attention of his heroic father. 

The canoe landed at Jackson about 
noon and the wounded man at once was 
placed on the train and brought to this 
city. The hospital surgeons found that 
the large rifle bullet had entered the 
breast and penetrating the lungs had 
lodged in the back. It Is hoped to re¬ 
move It os soon as the inflamatlon can 
be reduced and the patient strengthen¬ 
ed. Duff Watkins Is believed to have 
fired the shot, but no arrests have yet 
been made as the father was too anxi¬ 
ous about his w’ounded son while In 
Jackson to place the matter in the offi¬ 
cers hand*. 


Several additional decisions have 
been rendered by tho Department of 
Agriculture under the pure food and 
drug act. They relato chiefly to the 
use of alcohol and opium in medical 
preparations, and one of them strikes 
especially at the method of curing the 
drug habit by m«41. One of the prac¬ 
titioners who is making a specialty of 
a business of this sort, says that he 
has a number of patients alw’ays out¬ 
side his own State w hom he is treating 
for the morphine habit by reducing the 
quantity of the drug they take and 
substituting a bitter tonic in the medi¬ 
cine to make up for the amount of 
morphine or opium deducted. He 
claims that If he is compelled to put 
the amount of opium or morphine on 
the package the patient will get fright¬ 
ened and refuse to limit himself to the 
medicine, taking instead a certain 
amount of his regular stimulant or nar¬ 
cotic to make up for the reduction. 

The decision of the department is that 
even If the prescription is made up by a 
regular druggist for the use of an in¬ 
dividual patient, and enters into inter¬ 
state commerce. It must have the 
formula on the bottle. But It may be 
carried across the State line by the 
physician himself or the patient or a 
member of Ids ftimlly without being so 
labeled. 

Interdiction is also made of placing 
chemical formulas and unusual scien¬ 
tific names on drug packages for the 
purpose of avoiding tho terms "mor¬ 
phine," "opium" or "alcohol." 

The department states that the com¬ 
mon name of the drug must be used, so 
that the average consumer buying It 
will know what he is getting, and that 
If chemical formulae and Latin names 
are used, the object of the act will be 
defeated.

Canal’s Big Problem. 


Representative Scott, of Kansas, who 
has just returned from the Isthmus, 
8peaks hopefully of the canal w’ork. He 
says: "There probably are those who 
have honestly doubted whether the 
canal could be built within any reason¬ 
able limit of time and cost. I believe I 
am warranted in saying there are at 
least forty-five members of Congress 
who will not be of that number hence¬ 
forth. 

"The men on the work believe the 
canal will be completed In seven years 
and that the cost will be far less than 
Is now generally anticipated. That hope 
may be realized if present conditions 
continue. The chief of these is the 
labor situation. 

"There are 36.000 men on the works 
now. When all the machinery Is in¬ 
stalled that has been ordered or can be 
used this number must be swelled to at 
l^ist 50.000. To assemble and hold for 
seven or eight years such an army as 
that is a titanic task, altogether and Im¬ 
measurably the greatest task that yet 
remains for the men upon whose 
shoulders has been laid the responsi¬ 
bility of the Panama canal."

TWENTY-FOUR INJURED 
IN THEATER PANIC 


EXPLOSION OF NATURAL GAS 
CAUSES STAMPEDE. 


CROWD BLOCKS ENTRANCE IN 
MAD RUSH. 


SEVERAL PERSONS MAY DIE. 


Greenfield, Lnd.. March 25.—[Special.1 
-Twenty-four persons were Injured in 
a.n explosion and panic in the Bijou 
Theater here to-night, some of them se¬ 
riously. and several deaths may re¬ 
sult. The theater, w’hich is on the sec¬ 
ond floor of tho Moore block, w’as 
crowded to th:: limit, and the per¬ 
formance had >ust begun, when there 
was a heavy explosion underneath the 
rear part of the theater, and the walls 
ba-tk of the stafee were thrown in, cov- 
t ring the audience with debris, and In¬ 
stantly filling the room with dust and 
smoke. 

Heavy timbers were carried toward 
the audience, and partly fell upon 
those on the first rows of scats, in¬ 
stantly the audience was seized w’ith 
panic, and men, women and children 
rushed madly to the two doors which 
formed the only exits. In a twinkling 
there was a perfect Jam of struggling, 
screaming men and women at the 
doors, and so packed in that no progress 
fcould be made. When ordvr was re¬ 
stored and the people were gotten from 
the building twenty-four persons were 
found to h-vs been injured, nearly all 
of thorn by being thrown to the floor 
in the mad rush and trampled upon. 

The excitement was intense, and hun¬ 
dreds of persons who had friends at the 
theater crowded around the building as 
the Injured were being carried out. The 
explosion resulted from natural gas, 
but in what manner is unknown,

Irving Tyner, leg broken in two 
places. 

Elijah Gillingham, arm broken. 

Arthur Moen. leg broken. 

Hank Tucker, ankle dislocated and 
knee cap knocked off. 

The loss Is about $50,000, covered by

TROOPS TO MOROCCO. 


FRANCE DEMANDS MURDERERS 
OF DR. MAUCHAMP. 


Warm Debate Expected In Chamber 
of Deputies Over His 
Death. 


Paris, March 25.—The Moroccan situ¬ 
ation. which has been forced Into the 
background for a year past by acute 
internal problems, has now been 
brought to tho front by the assassina¬ 
tion in Morocco City of Dr. Mauchamp. 
a French subject, and a lively debate is 
anticipated in the Chamber of Depu¬ 
ties to-morrow. Members of the Chum- 
ber from the Department of Saone et 
Loire, where Dr. Mauchamp lived, will 
interpellate the Government, and one 
of them, M. Fernand Dublef. Radical 
Socialist, is In possession of a number 
of letters from the doctor in which he 
complains bitterly of his abandonment 
by the French authorities, giving In¬ 
stances of their slackness and Inac¬ 
tivity. It Is expected that extracts 
from these letters will be read. 

Furthermore, the Socialists are liable 
to seize this opportunity to attack the 
Government in retaliation for their re¬ 
cent defeat in the matter of the strike 
of the electricians of Paris. 

The ministry Is fully alive as to the 
importance of the situation and is 
ready to offer a full explanation to the 
Chamber. 

The decision of the Cabinet to-day 
to send French troops to occupy Cudja, 
In Morocco, was unanimous. The oc¬ 
cupation of this point will be con¬ 
tinued until full satisfaction ha«? been 
accorded. The Froncn demands In¬ 
clude the punishment of the murderer 
of Dr. Mauchamp. indemnity for the 
family of the victim, and the appro¬ 
priation of a large sum for the foun¬ 
dation of a charitable Institution In 
Morocco in memory of Dr. Mauchatbp.

BLACKBURN MAKES DEFENSE. 


New Orleans, March 25.—Delegates 
,from a large section of the South, 
assembled at the Southern States and 
Gulf Coast Panama conference here 
to-day, adopted the following resolu¬ 
tions:

"The Isthmian Canal Commission has 
been operating what Is practically a 
Govemment-ow’ned steamship service 
from Now York to Panama, and this 
exclusive service via New York places 
the industries of the South, the gulf 
States, tho Mississippi, Ohio, Missouri, 
Alabama and Georgia valleys, and con¬ 
tiguous territory, at a .prohibitive dls- 
advan tage. 

“The Southern States and Gulf 
Coast Panama conference represents 
to President Roosevelt that at least 
two of tho Government's steamships 
should be operated out of a gulf port, 
because of its closer proximity by some 

600 miles to Colon than New’ York. 

• • • 

Place Orders In East, \ 

“We strongly protest against thfe dis¬ 
criminations of the purchasing depart¬ 
ment of the Panama Railroad Steam¬ 
ship Line w’hereby the large majority 
of orders ore confined to the Eastern 
States. We see In this virtual monop¬ 
oly of present canal trade the gravest 
danger to the future prosperity of sec¬ 
tions of the United States, particularly 
the Southern and gulf coast States, In 
w’hich the persistent diversion of trade 
to Eastern ports will have the cer¬ 
tain tendency to establish and main¬ 
tain a channel of commerce. In that 
direction from and through tho Pan¬ 
ama canal when it shall have been 
completed, thereby cutting oft the nat¬ 
ural ports from such competition." 

The resolutions oonclude by petition¬ 
ing President Roosevelt for a change 
In the routes of some of the Govern¬ 
ment-controlled ships and also urge 
him to investigate "the reason why the 
preponderance of purchases for account 
of the Panama steamship line are made 

in the Eastern States." 

* • • 

Blackburn Defends Action. 


Former Senator Joseph Blackburn, of 
Kentucky, member of the Canal Com¬ 
mission and representative of Secretary 
of War Tuft at the meeting, said that 
if the Government did not maintain Its 
own line of steamers as at present, the 
United States w’ould be at the mercy 
of two foreign-owned lines in trans¬ 
porting supplies to the Isthmus. He 
said also that the stonmers could not 
be divided between New York and a 
gulf port without Impairing the service 
to the detriment of the workers on the 
canal. He sold there is no discrimi¬ 
nation against the South. 

At the first session W. J. Oliver, a 
contractor, made the following criticism 
of the canal work: 

"It Is to be greatly regretted that tho 
Administration has decided to place the 
construction of the Panama canal in 
the hands of army engineers instead of 

committing Its fate to contractors.

Red Tape Will Tangle ’Em. 


"No matter how capable the army 
engineers may be, their training has not 
been along tho lines of construction di¬ 
rection on a large scale; they are total¬ 
ly without organization to draw’ from, 
and will always be wound up in costly 
red tape. Army methods will not avail, 
for a civilian always has one more 
right than a soldier—he can quit—and 
the High-spirited American citizen will 
certainly exercise that right w’hen he 
comes fnce to face, with tfye arbitrary, 
dictatorial methods of army officers."

Washington, March 25.—With full 
military honors, bhe body of Brig. Gen. 

U. S. A., formerly 
commander of the Cuban army of paci¬ 
fication, who died in Philadelphia 
Thursday last, was buried in Arlington 
to-day. 

The funeral train arrive! in this city 
from Philadelphia at 3:30 o'clock, and 
was met at the Pennsylvania station 
by the honorory pallbearers^ and a 
military detachment, consisting of four 
troops of the Thirteenth cavalry and 
the Fourth battery of field artillery, 
from Fort Myer, commanded by MjJ. 
D. J. Rumbough, artillery corps. The 
cortege wa* headed by a military band.

Two brass 
bands are here, and to-morrow large 
delegations will come from neighbor¬ 
ing towns, some of which will bring 
bands with them. 

Tho streets are thronged with peo¬ 
ple to-night listening to the music and 
speeches, and enthusiasm Is at a high 
pitch. It Is generally believed that the 
city will go dry. 

Never before In the history of Leba* 
non has there been a campaign so bit¬ 
terly waged. During the past two and a 
half months there has not been a day 
that the workers on both sides have not 
been laboring zealously for supremacy, 
and to-night, on the eve of the election, 
the excitement which prevails has 
never before been so intense. Outside 
of the city the county Is local option. 

The last day of the campaign has 
been an exciting one. The saloons did 
not open for business this morning, und 
have remained closed throughout the 
day. Speakings by local option advo¬ 
cates have been held on the streets In 
different parts of the city, while every 
factory and mill has been visited by 
speakers accompanied by bands ot 
music. 

The women are taking an active In¬ 
terest in the fight and are lending 
much valuable assistance to the tem¬ 
perance cause. This afternoon altno»t 
2,000 women and children march*,* J 
through the streets carrying banneri 
upon which were vtwlous inscriptions, 
each one a pl*»a to the voter to cist 
his ballot to-inorrow for local option, 
No such scene has ever before be n 
witnessed here. It is believed that the 
largest crowd that has been in Lebanon 
for many years will be here to-morrow’, 
It is known that many women's c.ubs 
from neighboring towns will send dele¬ 
gations to assist In the fight. 

To-night the Mayor Issued a procla¬ 
mation. counseling order. He says In 
part: 

"The entire police forev-, assisted by 
a number of extra men, will be on duty 
to-morrow to maintain order. The po¬ 
lice will in no way interfere with the 
election, but see that the laws are en¬ 
forced. We want un election free from 
bribery or corruption. Knowing cur 
Voters to be the most courteous, in¬ 
telligent and enlightened in the civiliz¬ 
ed world, 1 feel that this decree is 
sufficient to remind them to keep cool 
and do their duty." 

LAWRENCEBURG VOTES 

TO KEEP OPEN SALOONS. 

Wets Win Fight By Seventy-seven 
Votes—The School Children Join

Lawrcnceburg. Ky.. March 25.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—The local option election In this 
city to-day resulted in a victory’ for 
the "wets" by a majority’ of Feventy- 
sev&n votes.

Later 
his body was exhumed, brought to Ken¬ 
tucky, reburied at Frankfort and & mon¬ 
ument erected to his memory, under an 
act of the Legislature. Hart's “Woman 
Triumphant” was purchased by private 
subscription, an appropriation made by 
the 'Fayette County Court and a special 
appropriation made by the Kentucky Leg¬ 
islature, am! placed in the rotunda of the 
Lexington. Ky., courthouse, where it was 
later destroyed by fire, with all of which 
facts you are doubtless familiar. 

Now that Kentucky a CapUo1 

worthy of her greatness, it seems to me 
that the most appropriate and beautiful 
ornament for this magnlfiaint building 
would he the ldenl group ''Woman Triunu 
pliant/- placed in the liiost conspicuous 
position possible. With this Idea In view, 
when in Florence last November, I started 
an investigation to ‘Recover, If possible. 
Hart's original plaster inode! of “Woman 
Triumphant,” In which I have fortunately 
succeeded. Knowing the Importune** of 
identifying beyond possibility of a doubt 
the authenticity of the piaster model now 
in the possession of Mr. Saul, I Ivave 
spared no effort, as you will observe from 
the copies* of the documents which I In¬ 
close. 

You will observe from* the inclosed copy 
of Mr. Hart’s will and correspondence 
that Mr. Saul completed the group in mar. 
ble of “Woman Triumphant,” begun by 
Mr. Hart, and ho is. from all I can learn, 
a sculptor of the highest standing and 
ability. Mr. Saul. In his second letter, has 
amended the price first asked, viz.. 20*000 
francs at Florence for the production of 
“Woman Triumphant" In marble, and now 
proposes to deliver the group In New 
York, free of duty, made of the best 
Tavarnuzze marble, free of defects, far 
the sum of 20,000 francs, about I4.0W) in 
gold, which from my knowledge of prices 
obtained Jn Florence for such a work is 
reasonable. Mr. Bn ul being the owner 
(under the will of Mr. Hart] of the only 
plaster model of Hart’s “Woman Trium¬ 
phant.” It is only from him that this J 
great l<U-al group can be purchased and 
preserved to future generations. 

I hope that I can so Interest you in this | 
subject that you will use your Influence | 
with the coming Legislature to induco 
them to make an appropriation to have 
this ideal gToup of Hurt's reproduced and 
placed in the new Capitol for the future 
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education and admiration of all Ken¬ 
tuckians.

The last will and testament of the 
late Joel T. Hart, which Mr. Clay in¬ 
closed to Gov. Beckham with his letter, 
and which has probably never before 
been published in this country. Is In¬ 
teresting us setting forth the several 
works which tho great Kentucky sculp¬ 
tor executed. It is as follows: 

I, Joel T. Hart, son of Jostoh and Judith 
Hart, of Clark county. State of Kentucky, 
United States of America, having been 
for tho last twenty-seven - years domi¬ 
ciled In Florence. Italy, and being sound 
of mind and having bodily strength, do 
make, declare and publish this to be my 
last will and testament: 

First—I desire us a most important item 
herein mentioned that a Ufe-size gToup of 
mine, consisting of an adult nude female 
am! a male child, which I name “Woman 
Triumpluuit,’’ now far advanced In the 
marble, shall be. as soon as practicable, 
elegantly finished with my name and the 
date engraven on its plinth and mounted 
to turn on a well proportioned marble 
pedestal, and that It shall be sold by my 
executor or executors as soon as prac¬ 
ticable for the largest sum it will bring 
in Europe or America, and from the pro¬ 
ceeds of said sale a marble block shall 
bo bought and th© workmen paid for the 
production of another group of the same 
with my name and the date engraven 
thereon, for fear the one now brtng fin¬ 
ished may be lost; the balance of the pro.

Secondly—Out of the remaining sun} or 
sums I devise and bequeath $700 to Miss 
Rachel Pomeroy, of Cambridge, Massa¬ 
chusetts, for the purpose of ambling her 
to have printed and published a book of 
my poems in her possession, which she 
revised and copied in manuscript. Grate¬ 
ful for her valued assistance I further 
desire that any profits that may be real¬ 
ized from the sale of said book of poems 
shall belong to her. and I wish the fol¬ 
lowing dedication inserted in said book: 
“The Old Beech Tree, and other poems, 
dedicated to Miss Rachel Pomeroy as a 
token of high regard by the author for 
0I £*> good and gifted." 

Thirdly—I devise and bequeath to my 
personal friend, George H Saul, an En¬ 
glish sculptor, domiciled in Florence, 
Italy, my small cost Iron pointing appa¬ 
ratus having three plates with its brass

BITS FROM EVERYWHERE 


Nashville, Terni., March 25.^[Special.] 
—There was the usual flood of new' bills 
in the House iU noon to-day, forty-three 
being Introduced, making the total 
number of House bills to da»te. 786. A 
large majority of the new’ bills are local 
measures, but several important general 
bills were presented, the most interest¬ 
ing being one to appropriate $300 for 
each member of the General Assembly 
to pay his expenses. This bill would 
double the compensation of the mem¬ 
bers. The reading of the caption of the 
bill will be greeted with applause. 

Representative John R. Neal intro¬ 
duced the Reciprocal Demurrage BUI 
which has been agreed upon by a joint 
committee. The provisions of this bill 
are very drastic and the railroads are 
penalized for failure to respond to or¬ 
ders for oars. It provides that where 
a demand Is made by a shipper for 
less than three cam, the railroad shail 
hu. vo forty-eight hours to place them, for 
over three and not over ton oars, fivo 
days, for over ten and not more than 
twenty-five cars, fifteen days to place 
them, nor shall any railroad bo compel¬ 
led to furnish more than fifty cars to 
one shipper.

Quietus On Pass Bill. 


Seattle, Wash., March 25.—Representa¬ 
tives of the various coiuinenQU railways 
running Into the Suite of Washington at 
a meeting held In this city, have decided 
to raise the lumber rate from forty to 
sixty cents per hundred from Puget 
Sound points to St. Paul and Minneapolis. 
Tom! ay lumbermen are united In declaring 
that this move on the port of the rail¬ 
roads was taken because of the recipro¬ 
cal demurrage law passed a<t the Inal 
session of the Washington Legislature. 


A quietus for a time at least was put 
on the Muthews Anti-pass Bill by the 
House. Another effort was made to 
, make the bill a special order, but the 
opponents of the measure promptly in- 
t©rpo»©d a counter motion to rvnefer the 
bill to tbe Railroad Committee. This 
motion prevailed. It is conceded by the 
supporters of the bill that this fore- 
I casts Up final defeat. 

By a Ml] Introduced In the Senate by 
1 Mr. Holladny it is proposed to Invest 
the Railroad Commission with power to 
• regulate the rates of express, telegraph 
and telephone companies. The act. if 
passed, will nullify th* provisions of the 
Talbert law by which telephone rates 
, may be fixed by municipalities. 

A preliminary skirmish resulted upon 
the call of the “|*ine Criminal Cost 
Bill” under the head of unfinished busi- 
■ ness, and after a vote or two. which 
demonstrated the weakness of the ad¬ 
vocates of the bill. It was made a spe¬ 
cial order for Wednesday at 11 o’clock. 
By courtesy the bill was replaced on 
the calendar after having been rejected 
and pow It promises to bring on another 
fight between the supporters of the ad¬ 
ministration and the friends of the bill. 
It Is stated that the hill will increase 
the operating coat of the State to an ex¬ 
tent that may embarrass Its resources.

FISCAL COURTS CALLED ON TO 
RAISE REQUIRED FUND. 


SPECIFIC AUTHORITY FOR SIEP 
GIVEN BY STATUTE. 


SOME COUNTIES HAVE ACTED. 


Every Fiscal Court In Kentucky Is 
called on to aid In the effort to have tht 
State represented at the Jamestown Ex¬ 
position. The tercentennial Mn celebration 
of the establishment of the first English- 
speaking colony in America will open one 
month from to-day with a magnificent 
programme. The Exposition is to be held 
on the shores and waters of Hampton 
Hoads, within a thirty-minutes* ride of 
the city of Norfolk. President Roosevelt 
will preside at the opening ceremonies. 
Government officials from this and other 
great Powers will participate In the exer¬ 
cises. 

The appeal to the Fiscal Courts of the 
various counties In the State comes in 
the nature of a concluding effort to the 
canvass for funds by the Kentucky 
Jamestown Exposition Commission. The 
commission is under the presidency of 
John B. Atkinson, of Burlington. It was 
elected by the State Development Con* 
ventlon held lust October in Winchester 
and assigned the task of erecting a Scat* 
bufiding and making a display of Ken¬ 
tucky's products and resources at this 
World's Fair. The official action thus 
taken by the convention was In recogni¬ 
tion of the aid which would be given to¬ 
ward the general development of th Slate 
by a proper showing at th** Exposition. 

Each county In Kentucky has been 
asked to subscribe to the $40,000 fund 
deemed necessary by, the commission a 
certain quota. The respective amounts 
were fixed on a basis of 1 per cent, of 
the revenue turned over by each county 
to the State Treasury for the fiscal year 
ending June 30. lUOf. Several counties 
have already furnished their complete al¬ 
lotments. In many instances only small 
sums have been received from the re¬ 
spective counties. Over a score and a half 
of counties do not appear on the com¬ 
mission’s books with a single subscrip¬ 
tion. 

• • • 

Authority By Statute. 

Practically every Fiscal Court In Ken¬ 
tucky will meet during the coming month 
The statutes of the State give Fiscal 
Courts specific authority to appropriate 
funds for a movement like the current 
one. Section 1. Chapter 73. of the Acts 
Of 1906 reads in part as follows: 

The Fiscal Court shall have jurisdiction 
to appropriate county funds Authoriz'd 
by law to be appropriated, and to ap¬ 
propriate county funds to make provis¬ 
ion to secure immigration |nto the county 
and to advertise the resources of the 
county. 

“We are greatly In need of funds In 
order that the State * f Kentucky mny 
properly uppi-ai at this grand World's 
Fair,” said a member >>{ the State Com¬ 
mission last night. ’While it Is true that 
suffielont sum has been raided to war¬ 
rant the commission in erecting n State 
building, still there is the very Important 
question of h<tw this building shall be 
maintained and how elaborate and thoi 
oughly representative shall be the ex¬ 
hibit of Kentucky’s products and re¬ 
sources. There Is no denying that Ken¬ 
tuckians have displayed n lack of liber¬ 
ality In connection with this movement 
We have found a widespread feeling to 
the effect that our General Assembly 
should have made an appropriation. Our 
peopli* forget the fact that It Is even 
more to our discredit wore we m t to g» 
forth In the face of such a failure on 


tho-part of our Legislature and make a 
showing at the Exposition anyhow. 

* • • 

People Favor It 

"I believe there Is not a citizen of the 
State who would not fee! greatly em¬ 
barrassed to visit the exposition and find 
that Kentucky had no part therein. Still 
the effort to haw Kentucky represented 
through a fund raised by strict popular 
subscription hns not been successful. Now 
we ask the nid of the Fiscal Courts, tak¬ 
ing tlrts as the next bent action to a leg¬ 
islative appropriation. We believe that 
citizens generally favor tills method, for 
the rank and file of Kentuckians agree 
that the State should participate In the 
tercentennial. Should thorn counties which 
have not yet assisted auboertbe through 
their Fiscal Courts from $190 to $3 * each 
there is yet time to make a showing of 
which Kentuckians ma.v well fe^l proud/* 
In five countie* the Fiscal Courts have 
already acted and In as many more there 
has b»-on a promise to the County Com¬ 
mittee*. Ballard county was th“ fir*- to 
\ respond, contributing through its Fiscal 
I Court the entire quota of flf.TKt. Hardin 
County Court subscribed $ 1 *> to the fund 
being rrdsod by popular subscription The 
Fl-cal Court of Mid'srm county subscribed

AMMUNITION AS JUNK 

SOLD BY ARTIFICER IN TWENTY- 
FIFTH INFANTRY. 


One Thousand Hounds and Several 
Krng Rifes Let Go 
One Pile. 


W ashington. March 25.—That soldiers 
invariably were able to secure extra 
cartridges and sometimes had extra ri¬ 
fles as well, wag asserted to-day bv 
vn UUam Ryan, Corporal In Company K. 
Twenty-sixth infantry, In the Browns¬ 
ville hives’! | gallon before the Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs. Ryan 
was at Brownsville prior to the coming 
of the negro soldiers of the Twenty- 
fifth Infantry. He was serving as the 
artificer under the Quartermaster Ser¬ 
geant. at whose orders, he said, he sold 
1,000 rounds of Government ammunition 
to a junk dealer in Brownsville. Un¬ 
der the same man's orders he said that 
he defaced the numbers of six Krog- 
Jorgenron rifles, which had been se¬ 
cured in the Philippines, with fourteen 
others as surplus guns. The defacing 
was done and the guns held out at the 
time the order was issued for th? sur¬ 
render of nil of the Krng type of rifles. 
He claimed that, he did not know what 
had become of these guns. 

In reply to a number of questions he 
declared that he did not consider that 
he had done wrong In aiding in the 
sale *>f Government property. 

When the sesriop adjourned for the 
day Thomas Taylor, a former member 
of Company R. Twenty-fifth infantry, 
was on the eland. The expert examina¬ 
tion of shells picked up In Brownsville 
Ik declared to show’ that his gun was 
used In firing eleven of these shells. 
Taylor denied that His gun had been 
fired since his company left Fort Nio¬ 
brara, a month prior to the shooting. 


Something for nothing was the magic 
Inducement which attracted hundreds of 
womerf to the Greater Louisville Exposi¬ 
tion yesterday. It was "Greater Louis¬ 
ville Day," and proved one of the most 
successful since the big Exposition gates 
were first thrown open to the public. Yes¬ 
terday also marked the beginning of the 
second week of the Exposition, and the 
Indications are that the crowds this week 
will excel those of the past week. New 
ideas are being advanced dally by those 
behind the Greater Louisville Exposition, 
and they are ideas the working out of 
which are proving rm>st successful. AJ1 
told yesterday the attendance at the Ex¬ 
position was 11,400. 

When the Exposition gates were throwm 
open to the public yesterday morning at 
10 o'clock, after having remained closed 
and locked since midnight Saturday, there 
was a rush of humanity, anxious to be 
the first inside the big building. The 
ilcket-takers at the doors had all they 
could do to snatch the tickets that were 
being presented by anxious women, and 
reach out for others. Tlu\ word Hid 
gone forth that the first woman to pass 
through the Exposition gates would be 
presented with a diamond ring, and when 
Instead she received a bottle of shoe pol¬ 
ish her disappointment was genuine*. How 
the rumor became current that a diamond 
ring was to be awarded the first woman 
who managed to catch the eye of the 
ticket-taker and fight her way through 
the struggling mass of people outside 
the gates of the big building to the in¬ 
terior is not known, but It is supposed 
that some wag wus responsible.

Thousand Prizes Given Away. 


One thousand prizes wore given away 
yeste rday the the first one thousand wom¬ 
en who passed through the gates. After 
surrendering their tickets, each woman 
was presented with a sealed envelope, 
which contained Inside a slip of paper on 
which was written the prize to which 
she was entitled. The prizes ranged in 
value from a few cents to $15, and the 
interest aroused was intense. The scheme 
was originated by James Keller, one of 
the "boosters" for the Exposition, and 
proved most successful. He made a 
round of the booths of the different ex¬ 
hibitors on Saturday and acquainted them 
with the details of his novel plan, secur¬ 
ing from each a list of the prizes they 
were willing to donate. 

Many of the prizes were not at all suit¬ 
ed to those who drew them, and In an¬ 
ticipation of this an exchange booth was 
established by Mr. Keller. Those who 
w*ere not satisfied with their prizes flock¬ 
ed to this booth, where they bartered their 
holdings for something more to their lik¬ 
ing. One woman, who drew a pair of 
trousers, exchanged them for a cut glass 
bowl that had been drawn by another 
woman. The woman drew a horse 
collar, exchanged It for a box of bon¬ 
bons. One woman who drew a coffin re¬ 
fused to accept it, and another turned up 
her nose at a spring cot because It did 
not match the rest of her furniture. 

One exhibitor announced that he would 
give away to-day 600 souvenirs, each 
valued at the price of admission to the 
Exposition. 

Victor H. Engelhard was In charge of 
Greater Louislille Day, and exerted him¬ 
self to make It a success.

Stringency in the local money market 
Is expected to delay to an extent tho 
work of construction on Louisville's new 
sewer system. The Sewer Commission ex¬ 
pected to sell the greater portion of $1.- 
OOO.OUU of bonds early this spring, but the 
money market at present !* in such a 
condition that It Is considered unwise to 
place the bonds on the markets at this 
time. Until an Income Is realized from 
the sale of bonds the Sewer Commission¬ 
ers cannot advertise for proposuls and 
bids on the work and operations prac¬ 
tically will be at a standstill until some 
of the money Is available to carry on 
the construction work. All of the pre¬ 
liminary surveys have been made and 
the specifications are nearly ready. The 
work would have gone right along this 
spring had it not been for money condi¬ 
tions. 

Harrison P Eddy, of Worcester, Mass., 
who for several months has been one of 
the consulting engineers of the Sewer 
Commission, arrived In Louisville yes¬ 
terday to confer with J. B. F. Breed, the 
chief engineer In charge of the work and 
to offer suggestions as to final d>.-tails. 
Mr. Eddy Is the engineer in charge of 
the Worcester, Mass., sewer department 
and has had many years of practical ex¬ 
perience in sewer construction work in 
some of the large Eastern cities. He is# 
regarded as one of the most competent 
and experienced men in his line of work 
In the. United States. 

Mr. iSddy had chiuge of one of the 
knottiest problems that ever has been 
encountered in sewer construction nnd

the solving of It. It was the Stony Brook 
portion of the Boston sewer system, 
which Is a little less than a mile In 
length and cost the city of Boston over 
$1,000,000 to construct Manifold diffi¬ 
culties were encountered from the be¬ 
ginning of the work.

Neglecting the Main Point. 
Senator Lodge, who is supposed to be 
very close to the Administration, and 
often to reflect Its views, spoke the 
other day to the Massachusetts Legis¬ 
lature. His remarks wero partly with 
reference to 8tate matters and In 
part related to matters of Federal 
concern. He endeavored to show the 
IMassacusetts people that they had got 
their share of the “pork" in the Rivers 
and Harbors RU1 and in other respects, 
from which he doubtless intended that 
they should draw the conclusion that 
they had a vigilant Senator. 

But Mr. Lodge had also something to 
say about State rights. He said that 
(Massachusetts, as one of tho original 
thirteen States, was Justly proud of 
her history and her rights, but ho did 
not mention that she was the first to 
propose secession. He said that State 
rights in their extreme meant disso¬ 
lution, but the Civil War settled the 
point that there should be no separa¬ 
tion. “The power of the National Gov¬ 
ernment had. however/' he said, “been 
Inevitably increased." Now, so far as 
that resulted from amendments to the 
ConstitutSnn, this increase was lawful, 
however 111 advised, but he did not put 
it on that ground. He. however. Ju¬ 
diciously added that “the safety of the 
republic rests upon the dual concep¬ 
tion—the national principle wedded to 
the principle of local self-government" 
Having laid down this exceedingly 
valuable as well as correct principle, 
Mr. Lodge sold that the danger to the 
rights of the States does not come from 
A desire on the part of the National 
Government to encroach on the rights 
of the State a The demand for national 
legislation, he said, comes from the peo¬ 
ple themselves. Some States grant 
charters that are an Injury to other 
6tatea Then there a no divorce laws 
and labor laws that create demands for 
national legislation. "It is for the 
Btates to see to it/' he said, “that the 
National Government should not be 
colled on to interfere where it would 
be better not to interfere." The States, 
according to this view, imperil their 
own rights when they attempt to 
•'thwart the purposes of tho National 
Government." 

Whether there la a disposition on the 
part of tho National Government to en¬ 
croach on the rights of the States de¬ 
pends upon what la meant by tho term 
“National Government" It Is an ex¬ 
pression unknown to tho Constitution 
and, of coarse, has never been Ju 
dlcially defined. If tho Federal Gov¬ 
ernment bo meant wo know something 
about that With the British and some 
other nations the Government means 
the Administration, especially the Cabi¬ 
net, and reference being made to the 
individual Ministers, It is sopken of as 
•'they" and "them," as the Constitution 
epeaks of the United States, With us 
Government Is an abstraction, and Is 
spoken of as "It." There Is, however, 
a trinity In unity. Tho powers of Gov¬ 
ernment are distributed among three 
departments, the legislative, the execu¬ 
tive and the Judicial This U the ordeT 
Jn which they are mentioned in the 
Constitution, the legislative being first 
and the executive being a secondary 
consideration. There Is, however, in all 

fikivar omenta a tendency In Uw exec 


tlve to exalt itself, for the reason that 
it controls the army and navy. But. 
as the powers of the other departments 
are restrained by the Judiciary, there 
la a limit to any encroachments that 
they may make. 

If by Government we mean the men 
who govern, it can hardly be said that 
there is no disposition in the National 
Government to encroach on the rights 
of the States. The legislative depart¬ 
ment has repeatedly passed acts that 
have been declared unconstitutional by 
the Supreme Court. To the extent that 
these acts involved the assumption of 
powers reserved to the States, they 
were attempts at encroachment. The 
President also has claimed and endeav¬ 
ored to exercise powers not committed 
to him, and some of these were en¬ 
croachments on State rights. The pres¬ 
ent Incumbent of the off ice of Presi¬ 
dent appears, to claim the right to de¬ 
cide whether the States are doing fl\lr 
duty or not In such matters as dlvorv^e 
and labor, and It is not apparent that 
any such powers have ever been grant¬ 
ed him. 

When Mr. Lodge speaks of the States 
imperiling their ow n rights wfieh they 
endeavor to thwart the purposes of the 
National Government, he sdems to us 
to raise the whole question. If ho 
means that the States try to thwart the 
purposes of Congress in legislating 
within Its sphere, it does not appear 
that they are doing this. If he means 
that the States are trying to restrain 
the President or the Federal courts 
from exercising their rightful authority, 
it must be said that there Is not the 
slightest evidence that any of them 
contemplates this. But If by “thwarting 
the purposes of the National Govern¬ 
ment" he means the failure of the 
States, acting within their constitu¬ 
tional rights, to do what the President 
of the United States thinks they ought 
to do, wo have only to say that the 
President is not the National Govern¬ 
ment, and that, besides, the Federal 
Government, in any of Its departments, 
has no right to Judge of tho manner 
in which the States exercise their re¬ 
served rights. When Mr. Lodge de¬ 
clares In favor of a dual Government, 
and the corollary of local self-govern¬ 
ment, ho in effect declares for this, but 
he does not seem to have the courage 
of his own convictions when the ques- 
tion arises whether thwarting the pri¬ 
vate views of an individual, with which 
the office of President of the United 
States has nothlfyar to do, is thwarting 
the National Government. If we fall 
to make this easy distinction, dual 
Government disappears. 

Southern Immigration. 

In view of the Interest which the 
Southern States are taking in the mat¬ 
ter of securing a desirable class of Eu¬ 
ropean immigrants. It is unfortunate 
that the law regulating thdir introduc¬ 
tion Is so difficult of comprehension ex¬ 
cept by a legal expert. South Carolina 
has been the flmt State to try the ex¬ 
periment of securing such immigration 
by official action and succeeded last 
autumn in securing a number of Immi¬ 
grants chiefly for work in cotton mills. 
As an experiment It was successful In 
more ways than one, those imported 
being of a desirable class and the act of 
importation having been officially sanc¬ 
tioned as not being In contravention of 
the labor contract laws. Other States 
have desired to co-operate with South 
Carolina In tills enterprise, but further 
action has been suspended In conse¬ 
quence of the passage- of a new immi¬ 
gration law', during the late session of 
Congress, which will not go into ef¬ 
fect until July L This act also con¬ 
tains provisions in regard to the intro¬ 
duction of contract labor which are so 
obscure the Governor of South Carolina 
addressed a letter to the President re. 
questing an official Interpretation of 
the law as it will be when It shall 
go into effect. Three of the questions 
submitted relate to the exclusion law 
and tho fourth to the new law to be¬ 
come effective In July. The first ques¬ 
tion asked was whether It was a viola¬ 
tion of the immigration law in force 
until that date for a State, acting 
through its officers, to advertise its in¬ 
ducements and publish abroad the stale 
of wages prevailing within its borders, 
providing no contract Is entered Into. 
The Attorney General, in his answer, 
after quoting various sections of the 
existing laws, say*: 

The provisions oontaln substantially all 
the law in force at present, and until the 
act approved February 20, shall be¬ 

come effcotive in accordance with its 
terms there can be no material way to 
determine the amrwer to tho foregoing 
first question. \ therefore reply that It is 
lawful for a State to advertise Its induce¬ 
ments to immigration and to state as part 
of such advertisement the scale of wages 
generally prevailing within Its territory. 
It being my understanding of the question 
that such advertisements are limited to 
setting forth the Inducements offered by 
conditions prevailing within tho State tp 
immigration, leaving the said Immigrants 
to draw their owm conclusions from such 
advertisements os to the advisability of 
coming to said State." 

In response to the second question, 
the Attorney General says that, pre¬ 
suming the Immigrants qualified in 
other respects, the advertisemems to 
be lawful in accordance with tho an¬ 
swer the first question, and that with¬ 
in tho State neither its officers or any¬ 
one else “had otherwise solicited or en¬ 
couraged the Immigration except by 
payment of the immigrants out of the 
public funds of the Btate, the Introduc¬ 
tion of the immigrants would bo law¬ 
ful." 

In the third question the Governor 
asked whether a State acting as such, 
through Its officers could accept contri¬ 
butions to the Immigration fund pro¬ 
vided they are contributed free from 
any contract or reciprocal agreement 
and with this fund advertise its induce¬ 
ments and prepay the passage of aliens, 
provided they were free from aqy con¬ 
tract or agreement. In reply the Attor¬ 
ney General says : “While the parties 
providing the money for the publication 
of the advertisements might he. In my 
opinion, liable to the penalty Imposed 


by Section 3, of the present law, the 
immigrants themselves, upon the hypo¬ 
thesis of the third question, would not 
be excluded. 

To the fourth question whether the 
foregoing questions would be material 
after the 1st of July, when the recent act 
of February 20th goes into effect, the At¬ 
torney General answers in the affirma¬ 
tive. The new law, he says, changes the 
present law in two particulars. In the 
first place, aliens solicited or induced to 
migrate through offers or promises, even 
when there is no contract or employ¬ 
ment, will be excluded. Secondly, the 
person whose passage money is paid by 
another must be prepared to show that 
It was not paid by a corporation, an as¬ 
sociation. a society, a municipality or a 
foreign govermenL The Attorney Gen¬ 
eral also says that while the payment of 
the passage money of such Immigrant 
by a State, with its public funds is not 
prohibited, its payment with funds con¬ 
tributed by any society or association 
renders the immigrant liable to exclu¬ 
sion. The same prohibition, however, 
he adds, does not extend to the payment 
of passage money by individuals wheth¬ 
er directly or through the agency of a 
State, provided their action is individ¬ 
ual, in good faith and is not attended 
by combination or concert of action. 

While this opinion may be taken as 
authoritative In answering the Inter¬ 
rogatories of the Governor of South 
Carolina, It does not »c-em to argue very 
favorably for the practical availability 
of the law for the promotion of immi¬ 
gration by State action. There are so 
many contingencies which may give rise 
to litigation or prosecution for alleged 
violation of the law', that the framing 
of sc' successful system of importation 
by immigrants will be very difficult. 
Although It has had, as yet, little op¬ 
portunity for practical exhibition, there 
is a strong latent opposition in certain 
quarters to such means of supplying the 
South with foreign labor. This cornua 
largely from Influences In New England, 
New York. New Jersey am! Pensyi- 
vania, which do not wish any immigra¬ 
tion diverted from its present channel, 
as the pllthora tends to keep down the 
price of labor In the factories, coal 
mines and various industries in those 
States. This will lead to even' possible 
obstruction which can be brought 
against the Southern scheme through 
prosecutions for alleged violation of the 
narrow provisions of the law'. That has 
beet* already foreshadowed by the Issue 
raised last fall against the Charleston 
Importation as a violation of the con¬ 
tract clause of the existing law'. This 
fact and the uncertainty of the law up¬ 
on the points submitted by tho Gov¬ 
ernor of South Carolina have suspended 
immigration operations and it remains 
to be seen whether the reply of the At¬ 
torney General will be sufficiently re¬ 
assuring to lead to further imporLt- 
tions. 


A Kentucky Example. 

A few* weeks ago a negro was fright¬ 
ened from the house after having at¬ 
tempted to assault the daughter of a 
prominent Kontucklan. The capture of 
the negTo caused the usual “threats 
of lynching." Tho fathor of the girl 
exerted himself to prevent the crime, 
and succeeded in doing so. Justice 
will be done In the courts, beyond a 
reasonable doubt. At Florence, Ala., 
the Incident was duplicated. The negro 
w*as captured and Identified by his In¬ 
tended victim. A mob headed by the 
husband of the woman, it is stated in 
dispatches, tied the negro to a tree and 
fired 1,000 shots into fits body. 

The Alabama mob committed a hor¬ 
rible* and Inexcusable murdej^ when 
there was no probability that a Jury 
would have failed to Go Its duty. Tho 
criminal had confessed his guilt. 

Kentucky does not wish to pose as 
a Pharisee, thanking God that she is 
not as Alabama, but she is in a posi¬ 
tion to point to several recent In¬ 
stances of the swift punishment of 
negro criminals as examples by which 
her neighbors in the South, and in 
the North, might well profit 

It is not difficult to convict negroes 
of crimes against women if the guilt 
of the culprit is plain. It is easy to 
beat up a mob that will hang a negro 
or bum him at the stake regardless 
of whether there is ample proof of his 
guilt, and one unpunished mob mur¬ 
der paves the way for others. 

Kentucky has reason to be proud of 
her record In recent years for convict¬ 
ing her criminals in court instead of 
murdering them in the woods. A lit¬ 
tle pride of this sort in certain sec¬ 
tions of Alabama would be of ma> 
terial benefit to the State.

An inves¬ 
tigation. looking to the discovery of 
some virtue of the decease-1 that might 
serve as a peg upon which to hang 
a not altogether uncomplimentary 
epitaph, extended over a period of two 
weeks. The grass was growing above 
the mound when those who had offi¬ 
ciated at the burial gathered about the 
grave to erect a simple head-board 
bearing this inscription: 

“Here Lies Jim Fawkes. Of Bloody Gulch. 

Death Were A Accident. 

Jim Never Smoko A Cigarette." 

Perhaps some erring member of the 
mining colony might have learned a 
lesson from a head-board bearing a 
truer sketch of the character of the gen¬ 
tleman in the grave, and from a more 
exact account of the cause of his death, 
set down as a warning to doers of 
evil deeds, but perhaps a le«w>n as much 
needed, by a greater number, would 
have been lost, and before the winter 
rains could have washed out the 
epitaph or rotted the pine head-board 
the monument would perhaps have 
'been pointed to as an example of the 
uncharitablemss of tho surviving citi¬ 
zens of Broody Gulch, ruither than as 
proof of the total depravity of the man 
whose errors furnished the text for 
such a sermon.

Business Woman’s Club. 

The entertainment to be given at 
Macauley's Tlnoater next week by <the 
Business Woman’s Club is one well 
worthy of public patronage. There is 
no element of personal gain or profit 
to the projectors, It being wholly in 
the interest of an unselfish and com¬ 
mendable charity. The society has for 
Its object the deration of woman by 
affording, through Its co-operation, the 
means of improving and advancing, in 
every avenue open to women, those 
who would otherwise be unable to en¬ 
joy such advantages. The immediate 
purpose of the forthcoming even* is 
to raise funds to aid In the erection of 
a clubhouse, the necessity of which is 
sensibly felt The object as well as 
the high social position of those In 
charge of the movement are a suffi- 
ciept guarantee of its worthiness and of 
its success. 


The Church Rebukes the Press. 

As a rule the press is rebuked for 
printing too much of tho truth, and 
the rebuke is usually administered by 
the unrighteous whose oxen have been 
gored or by the righteous who hold 
that tho exploitation of wLckednesj 
breeds crime. The exception to the rule 
was the action of a prominent church 
at Owensboro, which adopted a reso¬ 
lution rebuking the press for not stat¬ 
ing that delirium tremens caused tho 
death of a citizen of Owensboro. The 
motives otf the church members were, 
no doubt, excellent, but In their zeal 
to teach a salutary lesson by calling 
public attention to the weaknesses of 
& dead man tlvey forgot that charity 
takes a high rank among the virtues. 

At the expense of “news" the press 
usually goes a little out of Its way to 
give the dead a decent burial when 
•tk'klng to the grim truth could serve 
no other purpose than to make a bit of 
goa»!p and afford, perhaps, a useful 
example of the payment of the wages 
of sin. This is no more than a friend 
would do for anyone who had paid his 
life as the price of his errors, and the 
newspaper is not the enemy and does 
not presume to be the judge of the 
man whose sins are against himself 
and his family, and not against society. 

There is a wholesome story of the 
burial of the mortal remains of a bold, 
bad man, by a number pf uot ailo- 


The editor of the Manufacturers* Rec¬ 
ord writes as follows of the mineral 
wealth of Eastern Kentucky: 

“I suppose no one In the world would 
question that the coal fields of Eastern 
Kentucky, Southwest Virginia West Vir¬ 
ginia and Eastern Tennessee are entitled 
to the designation that has been given to 
It of the 'heart of the world's coal field/ 
In this region of Imperial resources, Ken¬ 
tucky has a wealth of coal the magnitude 
of which can only be comprehended by a 
comparison with other regions. Ken¬ 
tucky has about 60 per cent, larger coal 
area than Great Britain, now mining 
about 260,000.000 tons of coal a year, and 
which has about 10.000 square miles of 
territory, while Kentucky has over 16.W0 
square miles. The wealth, the financial 
power, and the domination of the world’s 
shipping interests of Great Britain are ail 
largely staked on coal, and yot Ken¬ 
tucky, even Eastern Kentucky alone, ha* 
a greater wealth of coal than all Great 
Britain. What broader vision of the 
illimitable possibilities of the future can 
bo presented than this statement itself?" 

This is a dazzling picture of Ken¬ 
tucky's resources. It is almost Impos¬ 
sible for the average imagination to 
grasp such vastness. But this wealth 
cannot be developed without capital. 
Capital will not venture where there Is 
no law. In certain sections of East¬ 
ern Kentucky—fortunately not in aJl— 
law has been scorned, burlesqued, out¬ 
raged. The Hargis episode In all Its 
ramifications has been a stench in tho 
nostrils of all law-respecting persons. 
For Kentucky's sake, the law should be 
made potent and supreme. The longer 
It is defied and Ignored the longer will 
bo postponed the day of Kentucky's 
complete development. There are both 
substantial and moral reasons for the 
enforcement of law by Kentucky au¬ 
thorities.

The men ami woman who belong to 
the newspaper profession spend so 
much of their time telling about the 
affairs of other people that they rarely 
think to menrion their own work, or 
refer to the many Interesting phases 
of a business that bears such an Im¬ 
portant relation to our advanced civili¬ 
zation. The distinctive features of va¬ 
rious American papers are quite as 
pronounced as the varying personali¬ 
ties of individuals. 

The Baltimore American, founded in 
1773. la proud otf the fact that it is the 
oldest newspaper in the United States 
which has been published continuously 
from the time it was founded until now. 
The Philadelphia North American is 
its only senior, but in its case there 
have been some bektf lapses. The Bal¬ 
timore American was established at 
Annapolis, before the town of Balti¬ 
more was bulilt, under the name of the 
“Maryland Advertiser." It is able to 
boast that it has chronicled the his¬ 
tory of the United States of America, 
having been born three years before 
that memorable Fourth of July, which 
heralded the birch otf what is now the 
greatest nation of the world. 

It will be a surprise to most news¬ 
paper readers to know that there is 
one Sunday evening newspaper in the 
United States. It is the Westerly 
(R. I.) Evening Sun, tho editor of whtoh 
is ex-Governor Utter, otf Rhode Island, 
who is a Seventh Day Baptist, and 
whose paper is published In a Seventh 
day community. The Sun, therefore, 
comes out every evening except Satur¬ 
day. 

The Omaha World-He raid is the one 
paper In the United States that with¬ 
in the space of a few years bad upon 
Its staff both a candidate lbr President 
and Vice President. The former was 
William Jennings Bryan, and the lat¬ 
ter was Thomas H. Tibbies, who ran 
with Tom Watson on the Populist 
ticket in 19v0. 

• • • 

The Los Artgrlea Times deserves to 
be known as the fighting paper of 
America. In 1890 a strike was called 
upon a day's notice on all four of the 
daily newspapers in Los Angeles. One 
of these surrendered to the strikers at 
the end of three day®, the second suc- 
cuiribed a little later, and the third held 
out about two months. The Times con¬ 
tinued the struggle, against seemingly 
overwhelming oddw, for over sixteen 
years, and finally wan out. A boy¬ 
cott of organized labor is generally a 
dangerous thing with which to contend, 
but Gen. Otis seems to have thrived on 
It. Wien the fight began in August. 
1890, his paper contained only from 
eight to sixteen pagvs a day, but dur- 
isig the final week of the fight last De¬ 
cember, it had one Issue otf 152 pages. 
contAinlrg^ total otf over GCO columns 
of advertiniW Lost year the Times 
carried over 20.000 column® of classified 
advertising, which was more than any 
other j>aper In the world has over car¬ 
ried in the same length of time. 

The Toledo Biado is still known as 
Nasby's paper." Abraham Lincoln 
said tho three forces which settled the 
Civil War were, "the United States 
army, the ruivy and Petroleum V. 
Naj*by." The latter was the late David 
R. Locke, owner of the Biado, and the 
greatest satirist of his time. Even in 
his later days when he had become rich 
and famous. “Naaby" was prouder of 
the fact that he was a good printer 
than of his reputation as the favorite 
humorist of President Lincoln. Often 
whondio hod some subject tn his mind, 
he would go to a printer'* case, pick up 
a composing stick, and ee* 
as he thought It out. Some otf his best 

work was done in this way.

The Louisville Courier-Journal en¬ 
joys with Che New York Tribune the 
distinction of being the first to use 
the Mergeirthaler linotype machine in 
America, both of these papers Intro¬ 
ducing them simultaneously. On ac¬ 
count of tho Courier-Journal being 
edited by Henry Watfcerson. It Is one 
of the most widely quoted papers In the 
worfd. It ta seated by many newspaper 
men of experience in tihe East that 
more Courier-Journal men have gradu¬ 
ated from that paper in'to New York 
journalism than from any other news¬ 
paper in the country* 

The Ka rasas Olty Star Is the only 
newspaper in the world, except the 
London Telegraph, which manufactures 
its own paper. The Star has had In 
operation In Kansas City since 1903 a 
paper mill turning out nearly fifty tons 
doily, the entire product being con¬ 
sumed by the dally. Sunday and week¬ 
ly Issues of the Star. The pulp is 
brought from Canada and made Into 
paper In Kansas City. The Star was 
first to sell a weekly newspaper at 
twenty-five cents a year, and Is one 
of the few newspapers that has never 
used a comic or color supplement The 
Washington Herald, Mr. Soott < . 
Bone's new paper, advertises "no col¬ 
or: no comics." and has enjoyed a phe¬ 
nomenal growth, despite the fact that 
the “funny section" is supposed to be 
the greatest circulation bulMer ever 
invented. # • 

Tfte Nashville Bonner 1« the official 
organ of Santa Churn. Tt publishes 
more letters from children each year 
just before Christmas than any paper 
in the world. This has l>een an annual 
custom with the Banner for a genera¬ 
tion. and it has t^ecome so well fixed 
that the children of MHd<Be Tennessee 
think they will not be visited by their 
patron qoint unless they communicate 
with him through the Banner. Last 
y«u- from December 15 to 24 this pa¬ 
per published 2.992 letters to Santa 
Claus, making in all 151 columns. 

The strong editorial page of the 
Portland Oregonian has given that pa¬ 
per a national reputation, entirely 
through the offices of Mr. H. W. Scott, 
who has been Its editor for nearly fifty 
years. Another Interesting feature of 
the Oregonian is that Its manager and 
chlrf owner. Mr. Henry L. Pltiock, has 
been continually connected with this 
paper since 1853—fifty-four years. He 
began as a printer, and within five 
years had become proprietor of the 
property. Mr. Pittock has thus been 


chletf owner of the Oregonian for fifty 
years, and Mr. Scott its editor and part 
owner for nearly fifty years. There 
is no parallel to this situation on any 
newspaper in the United States. 

• • • 

Two of the most remarkable papers 
In the conn lry are the A. H. Belo prop¬ 
erties In Texas. The Galveston News 
was started in 1842, under the flag of 
the Republic of Texas. It was pub¬ 
lished for a short time at Houston 
while the Civil War was In progress, 
but w’as afterward moved back to Gal¬ 
veston. The Dallas News started in 
1885. The two offices axe connected 
with a leased wire 315 miles long, and 
three special trains are run every 
morning to carry the papers to distant 
counties In the State. The Dallas News 
Is housed In one of the moat elegant 
and commodious newspaper buildings 
in America. It cbvers the whole field 
from Texarkana to El Paso, a distance 
almost as great as from New York to 
Chicago. Such enterprise might well 
be boasted of by a paper In a city of 
half a million Inhabitants, but when it 
Is remembered that Dallas has only 
80,000 people, the achievements otf its 
great ney^paper are Indeed remark¬ 
able. y 

For years the Memphis Commercial- 
Appeal has been carrying a dally para¬ 
graph cm its editorial page credited to 
the Hardeman Free-Press. These para¬ 
graphs are very funny on aocourat of 
their ludicrous errors in orthography 
and phraseology, and they have been 
copied by papers in every State In the 
Union. The Hardeman Free-Press Is 
the name otf a weekly paper, publish¬ 
ed at ItoHvar, Town., but the funny 
things it Is credited with saying never 
appear In its columns. They ore mere¬ 
ly the P went Ion s of a clever welter on 
the Commercial-Appeal. This publicity 
gave the Hardeman counity paper an 
Increased drcukulcm, and brought Its 
editor. Jack Reaves, into such prom¬ 
inence that he w’as put up for the lower 
-house In the Tennessee Legislature and 
elected by a flaitering majority. 

A somewhat similar feaiture was in¬ 
stituted by the BuffaJo Times some 
years ago. In the upper corner otf one 
of its pages It reproduced a miniature 
paper called “The Dally Hammer." 
The motto of this sprightly little sheet 
is “with mallets toward all. and charity 
for none." Its stock in trade is local 
hits, and day after ddy it convulses the 
tow n with its sarcastic wit and ridicule. 
• • • 

Tho Salt Lake Tribune makes a 
specialty of fighting Mormon rule in 
Utah. In a lertter to the writer, Col. 
William Nelson, the veteran editor, 
says: "The Tribune is to-day lighting 
the only fight that Is being fought In 
any part otf the United States for the 
prevalence of free goverrrmcm ami 
equal rights among white citizens of 
this republic. We have here a dominant, 
lecherous, grasping, avaricious priest¬ 
hood in the control of politics and civil 
affairs, which has made repeated 
pledges to the United States Govern¬ 
ment otf obedience to Khc law's and con* 
formity to American institutions, and 
has as repeatedly broken every one of 
these promisee. It is the mission the 
Satt Lake Tribune to correct these 
evils and twist that the pledges made 
shall be kept." 

The Richmond Times-Dispatch Is dis¬ 
tinctive for Us comprehensive reports 
of educational and industrial work. -It* 
page devoted to the discussion otf 
schools, school problems and school 
progress' not only covers the State of 
Virginia, but the whole South. Last 
summer tho Timea-Dlspatoh Issued a 
special educational number which con¬ 
tained more school advertising than 
has ever appeared in a single edition 
otf any other paper In America. 

The Chicago Tribune, one of the best 
American newspaper*, has for years 
mads a specialty of collecting statis¬ 
tics on various subjects v of public in¬ 
terest which are not within the pur¬ 
view of any governmental bureau. 
Fourth of July accidents, lynching* and 
murders in all ports of the country are 
collected and tabulated In the Tribune 
office, and the press reports send the 
results all over the country.

tho company, and c*>p;sequen!tly Mr. Boyle 
gave Ana wait a check for th© money. 
After AxMMvak had cashed the check at 
a bonk the suspicions of the bank otft- 
clitia were aroused because of the fact 
tttfti. though the check hod been mode 
on tne railroad company’s bunk, Anawa.lt 
had cashed It at tne tKLnk wnero J. T. 
Morgun CV>. kept an account, and 
where he was known as one connected 
with the lumber company, uithough his 
name was not known. 

Telephone messages were sent to both 
the milsoad company lumber

COUNTY BOARD CAN DO. 


WANTS TO SEE JEFFERSONVILLE 
STREETS WELL CLEANED. 


IRWIN FLOYD BADLY CUT UP., 


Dr. \V. M. Varble, or Jeffersonville, aac- 
re*;try of the Clark County. Ind., Board 
of Health, experts to receive a letter In 1 
the early mail this morning from Dr. Jo’ n 
N. Hurty, of Indlarmpolts. secretary of i 
Iho State Board of Health, In reply to on.' 
he wrote Sunday relative to the unsani¬ 
tary condition of the streets, alleys and 
yards of Jeffersonville. Dr. Varble said he 
\v\ 3 appealed to by citizens of the city 
and asked »o take some steps to require 
the City Board of Health to compel the 
people or the city authorities to renovate 
tilt* dlsease-breeding gutters and other 
places. 

"I was at a loss to know exactly what 
to do, as the trouble complained of exist¬ 
ed solely Inside the corporate limits of 
the city under the Jurisdiction of the City 
Board of Health, but as that organization 
did not show any disposition to give the 
people relief I decided to write to Dr. 
Hurty and secure his opinion ns to bow 
lar my duties extended in controlling the 
sanitary conditions of the city. 

‘•I told Dr. Hurty there was an epi¬ 
demic of typhoid foyer existing In tho 
city, which is unusual for this time of 
the year, and the only reason I could give 
lor it was tne unhealthy condition ot the 
Kreets and alleys. I ^Iso told Dr. Hurty 
that the City Board of Health had not 
none Us duty. as 1 thought it should, but 
did not know why. I told him I couM # not 
s*y whether it was purposely *>r the re¬ 
sult of oversight. I am satisfied Dr. 
Hurty will remedy things at once and In 
his reply will say how far my authority 
extends. If he says I have a right to 
compel a thorough cleaning of the city it 
will he done."

FORMER SENATOR BURTON PLAYED 

ONCE IN LOUISVILLE STOCK COMPANY 


Also Taught Elocution Classes Here and In Jeffersonville 

Back In the 70s. 


The conspicuousness of Joseph R. Bur¬ 
ton. former United States Senator from 
Kansas, at this time hn^ brought out the 
fact that at one date he was a teacher 
of elocution In Jefferso n ville, and before 
that a member of a tneatrlcal stock com¬ 
pany In Louisville. He considered "act¬ 
ing’’ as being above his level, and aspired 
to be a Congressman some day. 

Judge Harry C. Poindexter, of the Jef¬ 
fersonville City Court, was one of Bur¬ 
ton’s pupils in elocution, and Col. I. F. 
Whiteside, formerly a Mayor of Jeffer¬ 
sonville. now engaged In business In Lou¬ 
isville. was another. Judge Poindexter 
said yesterday that he "took lessons'* in 
elocution under Burton when/ he had a 
class in Jeffersonville in 1873 or lh74. Bur¬ 
ton, Judge Poindexter said, had bepn a 
member of the stock company at Barney 
McAuley’s Theater, and was pompish. He 


desired to impress his pupils with the 
fact that he was destined to be somebody 
later in life. 

"Some of lhe«e days lam going to Con 
grass," Judge Poindexter Bays Burton told 
his class. Shortly after leaving Jeffer¬ 
sonville Burton, who then lived near 
Mftcholl, Ind.. went to Kansas, where he 
settled. aAd In later years became a 
1 United Suites Senator. The schooling Col. 
Whiteside received at the hands of Bur¬ 
ton led him to go on the stage, and while 
a member of the stock company at Mc¬ 
Auley’s Theater he supported Mary Ander¬ 
son. Ho was not an actor for many' years 
until he decldt-d he preferred the life of 
an honest grocer, and purchased h!s fa¬ 
ther's store In Jeffersonville.

W ASHINGTON, March 25.—When 
the bugler Founded the "as¬ 
sembly" at the Bennlngs raco 
track this afternoon, the 
gruitcHt throng was present that cv^r 
attended the opening of a meeting of the 
Washington Jockey Club. 

It was a most auspicious opening of 
the racing season of 1907 in the East. The 
weather was almost made to order, the 
track was In fine condition; and the card 
ofTered by the club was one of the best 
tfvey presented at a spring meeting at 
penning 

The feature was the eighth running of 
the First Bennlngs Spring Handicap, 
worth about 12,000 to the winner. Twenty- 
two horses wore carded to start, but 
scratches reduced the number that faced 
the starter to thirteen, Platoon being n/i 
added starter.

Hold-Outs Who Demanded Raise In 
Salaries Finally Give In. 

Hobo Ferris has changed his mind. Fer¬ 
ris hns given up any idea he had of re¬ 
tiring from baseball. Fred Parent is sure 
to change his mind also. Parent likes 
baseball too much to retire. 

Little Cy Young has also changed his 
mind. Little Cy likes the easy life of a 
ballplayer. Few of the well-informed fans 
ever entertained any doubt as to Ferris. 
Parent ami Young getting Into line. Why 
shouldn’t they, even If their salaries are 
not as high as they would like? 

It wasn't muny years ago that Parent 
worked In a mill at Sanford, Me. He was 
well paid from a mlllworkcr’s standpoint. 
He drew around $4 a day. nnd was envied 
by his fellow workmen for being so skill¬ 
ful. He worked ten hours a day. 

Think of Parent or anyone else throwing 
up baseball to go back to & mill. As a 
ballplayer parent drew $4,000 last season 
for six months' work, or over $500 a 
month, or over $130 a week—quite a dif¬ 
ference from the $24 he drew as a mill- 
worker. 

Three years ago Little Cy Young work¬ 
ed In the machine shops of the Boston 
nnd Maine railroad. At the best he got 
$18 a week. He worked hard, too, nnd In 
the summer it Is no delightful stunt to 
work In a machine shop. 

For the coming year Dotty bus offered 
Young $2,400. or $400 a month, or $100 a 
week. Can anyone Imagine Young throw¬ 
ing up baseball to go back to the machine 
shops? 

Albert Ferris Ip a muscular young man. 
Before Joining the professional bus,bull 
nudes l ends worked In a steel mill In 
Providence. Ferris was well paid for his 
work, but he hud to work ten hours a 
duv, six days ft week. He made around 
$?(i a week As a second baseman he gets 
about 33.000 a year, or $500 it month. Can 
you blame Ferris for changing his mind 
about retiring from the game? 

Basel>all has done much for the young 
men of this country. Parent. Ferris and 
Young are not exceptional fellows. Their 
names are mentioned simply U*cause they 
have been In the spotlight of late as ready 
to quit th#- game. 

As professional players Parent. Ferris 
and Young enm a great deal more than 
If thee had followed up their early means 
of livelihood. They, stop at the best ho¬ 
tels. they travel on the fastest trains, 
they are hnndBomely paul.'tand they like 
baseliall. 

Scores of other players can ta* named 
who have risen from humble workmen at 
small salaries to big league stars with sal¬ 
aries rivaling those of bank presidents. 

Lujole, tho greatest player In the world, 
drove a team In Woonsocket before his 
baseli&ll ability attracted attention. Ln- 
JoU- now draws about $7,600 a year play¬ 
ing bull. Such a salary would be un¬ 
known to Lajolc If he had continued to 
drive a team. 

Fred Clarke the Pit tabu rg manager. 
wiu 4 a lather. He played ball on Saturday 
afternoons, and then started up the lud- 
der—not to nail laths but to play ball. For 
the last five or six yc*ars (’larke has drawn 
around $S >?0 i year for his builplaylng. 

Ballplayers are shrewd fellows. Lnjole 
wouldn’t think of going back to drive a 
hack team: neither would Clarke prefer 
to nail lnths; Little Cy Young had all 
the machine shoo work he wanted, and 
Parent and Ferris like baseball and the 
salaries that baseball earns for them too 
well to think of retiring. 

Baseball pays handsomely. There are 
scores of 1 allplnvcrs who draw $600 ft 
month tdayIng bull who couldn't earn $60 
n month at nnythlng else. 

An old saying of city employes that

baseball Mnny talk of retiring, but they

FOOTBALL RELATIONS BETWEEN HIGH 

SCHOOL AND MANUAL CALLED OFF. 

Purple To Play Englewood While Crimson Will Meet 
K. M. I. On Next Thanksgiving Day. 


T HAT the Manual High School an¬ 
nual football contest on Thanks¬ 
giving day has been Indefinitely 
discontinued Is now n fact beyond 
recall, as the announcement has been 
made that on that day In 1907 Manual 
will play with K. M. L, while High School 
will bring to the city the Englewood High 
School team of Chicago 
At the High School !t has been known 
for some time that an agreement had 
been reached between Manual and K. M 
1. Tho management nt the High School 
urged Manual to reconsider their agree¬ 
ment with K. M. I.. since for them It 
was much more desirable to continue to 
piny thv Manual as In the past than to 
make any other arrangement then open 
to them. In justice to K. M. I this prop¬ 
osition cc uld not be cons dered by Manual. 
Besides, the mutual understanding be¬ 
tween Manual nnd K. M. I. wns reached 
during the Duffy controversy, when High 
School offered to ploy K M. I on 
Thanksgiving before the contest was de¬ 
cided by the arbitrator. 

The pregeat agreement is the price Man¬ 


ual had to pay to insure the High Schocd- 
Manual game last Thanksgiving. But It 
can scarcely he doubted that tho high 
tension that has arisen between the two 
schools In recent years is entirely too 
strong for the good of the schools, and 
so It has seemed best to the professor* 
that the old relorion." should discontinue 

As Manual had no ; desire to entirely 
break off football relations, a plan wm 
evolved that seemed calculated to foster 
saner athletic relations. It wils proposed 
that High iichooi, K. M I. and Manual 
should enter a three-cornered arrange¬ 
ment covering a period) of six years, by 
which In any one sekson enrh school 
would piny one game with each of the 
others. It was further planned that three 
times In the six years each school would 
havo n game on Thanksgiving. The finan¬ 
cial end was to be taken enre of each 
year by p»*ollng the receipts for the threo 
games nnd dividing equally between tho 
two schools. All the school* would then 
he a unit In promoting athletics, and tho 
plan seemed to be a gain all ground. Man¬ 
ual and K M I agreed substitute this 
arrangement, but High School would not 
consider the proposition. 

The Manual-K M. I games will he 
placed nt Manual’s park each year for 
the next five years, unless by mutual 
agreement some such pbn'-Sn outlined 
above alters the situation. At least for 
l'«)7 then win he two big Thanksgiving-

Murch 25*—News of 
the sacking of Saui Marcos, Honduras, 
under pit mil ciircu instances, an ac¬ 
count of a fresh revolt in the Interior 
of Honduras and information of con¬ 
siderable tmancini lows to Aniericttn In¬ 
terests bocfuise of tlie war have been 
received hero. 

The saukiug of Saa Marcos was re¬ 
lated by Gen. Curcuma, of tbo Hon* 
duran army, who, Xicuraguuu* dis¬ 
patches said, had been killed'by their 
soldiers ai. San Marcos on February 26. 
Gen. Carcamo was concealed for several 
days after Ula defeat .it Sun Marcos 
and finally regained thd Honduran lines 
uninjured. Hi then gave a pitiful ac¬ 
count of the outrages perpetrated on 
the women and defenseless citizens of 
lbe-captured tow n, which he said was 
looied and saekod by the soldiers of 
Nicaragua. 

The* revolt reported here occurred at 
CarnayffUa, Honduras, where yesterday, 
March 20. ir»0 men armed and captured 
the plaza. A force of 600 men wait sent 
from San Pedro to suppress this revolt 
and eider* were given for a body of 
Indian allies to Johi the COO on the way 
to (rurruvp;ua. The principal losses to 
American* have occtmrd In the banana 
indtwtry. 

The Anierlcxui gunboat Marietta Is 
said to have done good work in the in¬ 
terest of American shipping at Tru¬ 
jillo, the first Honduran port captured 
by Nlcarngiuius. Upon arrival hert: on 
Murctt 19 titer Marietta reported that 
the Nlcameuans matte an attempt to 
inolt*t small Vc^atdi at Trujillo which 
were the property of Americans, but 
that they desisted on receiving a warn- 
iilg frotvi Capt. Fuller, of the .Marietta. 

The butt!* of I^«.s Portillos De Nu- 
mac-iaut. wlitch the Nicaraguans claim 
ei;d**<J in disaster to the allied Hon¬ 
duran and Salvadorean armies, was re¬ 
ported by officials at the capital ol 
Ijondurafc as probably the greatest 
battle in the history of Cciurai Amer¬ 
ica. On the second duy of the battle 
these dispatches announced, that lu.uoo 
men wert ongageii that the alllos after 
forcing Nicaraguan outposts had 
trained sixty cannon upon the enemy’s 
main entrenchments, which were on a 
hill and Umt the mortality on both 
sides was heavy.

AMERICAN SMELTING WEAK. PRINTERS MAY WALK OUT. 


New York. March 25.—There was a 
violent slump In prices on the Stock Ex¬ 
change again to-day, accompanied by 
excited trading, but without news to 
account for it other than a decline In 
metal prices in London and higher rates 
for coil money. The monetary situation 
(lid not seem to attract much attention, 
however, and according to brokers and 
members of banking firms there was 
nothing to explain the rapid melting 
away of prices except that holders of 
stocks wanted to sell them and appa¬ 
rently without regard to the price they 
got for their shares. 

American Smelting was one of the 
weakest features, falling an extreme 
13% points, but the United States Steel 
Corporation shares and the railroads 
also made wide declines. It was note¬ 
worthy that throughout the day there 
was entire absence of the disturbing 
rumors of a fortnight ago to the effect 
that important failures were impending. 
Bunkers generally said that no one w.ts 
In difficulties, that brokerage houses 
hmd protected themselves with ample 
margins, and that whatever might be 
the underlying cause of the recent 
precipitate declines In market quota¬ 
tions. they did not believe that it was 
fear of any one failing to meet his lia¬ 
bilities.

The market opened irregular with 
some slocks showing a rather strong 
tone, among them Can-ad kin Pacific 
which was up 2 points. The fluctua¬ 
tions were extremely nervous im¬ 
mediately after the opening and it was 
only a few minutes until the entire list 
had weakened and prices were breaking 
wildly. The selling seemed to be urgent 
and there were wide declines between 
sales. The volume of the selling orders 
was so great that it would have been 
impossible to check the decline even if 
there had been attempts to support 
prices. 

American Smelting, Amalgamated 
Copper. Untied States Steel, Union Pa¬ 
cific. Northern Pacific and Reading 
went down without restraint, carrying 
with them the general list, without ex¬ 
ception. Brokets everywhere had hea-vy 
orders to sell, and the scene on the floor 
•f the Exchange was one of consider¬ 
able exettemenit and confusion as the 
excited traders sought to execute their 
commissions. AfteT the first demorali¬ 
zation there came a quieter j>eriod of 
trading and the market steadied Itself 
only to give awtiy again Just as soon as 
the pressure to sell was resumed.

NO DANGER OF PANIC. 

Lord Rothschild Says London Will 
Not Feel Slump. 

London. March 25.—“There is abso¬ 
lutely no danger," was the reply of 
Lord Rothschild, when questioned to¬ 
day by a representative of the United 
States, In respect to the fears that 
the stock exchange settlement would 
result In trouble. 

“There may be a few small failures," 
Lord Rothschild continued, "but the 
reports that a big financial house is in 
difficulties or that serious troubles are 
anticipated, are mere inventions. The 
London holders of American securities 
have been induced to sell through fear 
that President Roosevelt contemplates 
taking steps toward nationalizing the 
railroads or at least enacting legisla¬ 
tion that may curtail the roads* earn¬ 
ing caphcltiea 

“For the same reason some German 
holders of American securities have 
been selling in London. Then, of course, 
there are great demands for money 
from all points, but I have every con¬ 
fidence in the ability of the market to 
bridge the difficulties. One thing is cer¬ 
tain, there Is no panic and there 19 no 
danger of a panic in London."

The January net enrnlngs of ninety railroads, 
practically all of those reporting to the Wall 
Street Journal, show a decrease of 2.34 per 
cent, from the n« of January. 1906 This !s 
tho first month In which these roads save 
shown a decrease In their aggregate net. al¬ 
though ot course In many individual cases the 
decline In net earnings set m some month* be¬ 
fore. It was not until January that the gen¬ 
eral movement of advancing wages appreciably 
affected the net earnings of the railroads, and 
It 1 h doubtful whether Its full effect was real- 
IxM bef«»re the beginning of February. The 
latter month will probably show a still greater 
percentage of decrease In aggregate net earn¬ 
ings. vtneo many of the moat Important roads 
wero struggling with fl<*vfs. washouts and a 
variety of other accidental Influence*.

Transactions Involving Big Sums 
Under Way and Negotiations Ex¬ 
pected To Be Successful.

P^iounced activity characterized the 
OpeiWg of the real estate market yester¬ 
day. and while no large deals were closed, 
it Ls said by the agents that a number of 
deals Invoking some large transactions, 
which have been pending during the n#ist 
Week or two. will be closed before the end 
of the. w*ek. A large number of pieces 
of property were advertised for sale on 
Saturday and Sunday, and the Inquiry as 
to these was very* active yesterday. The 
real estate dealers report a large demand 
for residence property In Crescent Hill and 
the Highlands. 

A well-known real estate dealer said 
yesterday that the reported heavy de¬ 
mand for houses and property In general 
in Louisville had been the cause of In¬ 
juring the market to some extent. In that 
persons who had placed property in the 
dealers* hands for sale hud In some In¬ 
stances either withdrawn It or raised the 
>rlce. The owners, he said, were Inclined 
to argue that If there was such great de¬ 
mand. they would !>e likely to realize a 
hlgH»r price by holding their property for 
another six months or a year. In general, 
though, he said, the market was brisk, 
and several large deals that he knew' of 
would soon be closed. The title companies 
are rushed with business at present, and 
all of the architects In the city arc busy 
with plans and specifications which soon 
will he submitted to prospective builders 
for their approval. 

In speaking of the conditions In the 
local real estate market. J. Lithgow 
Smith, superintendent of the real estate 
department of the Columbia Trust Com¬ 
pany. sold: 

• "Freak weather conditions during the 
winter have had a depressing effect on 
general business, but the bright, beautiful 
spring days have brought out Inquiries In 
unusual number, the real . state market 
showing strength a month or six weeks 
before It is ordinarily looked for 

"The tendency toward Intermediate nml 
Outside property Is good, and there Is also 
a strong demand for business and pros¬ 
pective business property and hlgh-cluss 
investments. We had within the past two 
weeks offers on two important properties, 
and In each Instance the trades were re¬ 
fused. Such outlying realty as is con¬ 
venient to transportation is having un¬ 
precedented Inquiry for this season of the 
year, showing n very early opening of the 
market. Where improvements are made 
before the property Is put on the market, 
homo builders are taking up the offerings 
readily, and the speculative element In tne 
market Is a rather unusual feature."

South Covington and Cincinnati Street 
Railway Co. vs. Edna Cleveland—Filed 
March 7. 1907.—(Not to be reported.) Ap¬ 
peal from Kenton Circutt Court. Opinion 
of the Court by Carroll, Commissioner, 
affirming. 

First—Street Railroads—Injury lo One in 
Buggy—Driving Rea.less Horse— Negli¬ 
gence of Motorman~J ns mictions.—A 
young lady WHS driving a spirited and 
restless horse who was prancing and 
backing the buggy in the street In front 
of and in plain view of an approaching 
street ear, which was going at a rapid 
speeJ ami which ran against her buggy 
and severely Injured her. In her action 
she claimed damages for the Injury by the 
car, for an indignity to her by the In¬ 
spector of the company- and for damage* 
to her buggy. Held—On the trial that the 
following instructions were properly 
given: 

"1- It was the duty of the motornmn In 
charge of the street car to keep a lookout 
for tire presence of persons or vehicles, 
and to have hl« car under control and to 
take tdl reasonable measures to avoid in¬ 
juries to Person* who might be on the 
track, and that if the horse driven by 
the plaintiff was resiles* and nervous, 
moving backward and forward, or pranc¬ 
ing or rearing, and that such actions or 
movement, if any, would lead a person 
of ordinary prudence in the position of 
the motormun to believe there was danger 
of tlie vehicle Wing backed or. ihe truck 
ahead of the car. and that by the exer¬ 
cise of ordinary core he could have ob¬ 
served the conduct »>f the horse In time 
to have stopped the car or to have br »ucnt 
It under Control so us to prevent the col¬ 
lision, and that he negligently faJlel to 
do so, they should find lor the plaintiff. 

"2. That the measure of damuten would 
be u fair equivalent In money for the 
mental and physical pain that the plaintiff 
endured, If any. or that it w.is reasonably 
certain she may endure, if any', and for 
the permanent impairment of her ability 
to earn wages by work or labor as the 
natural result of her injuries from the col¬ 
lision; and if the Jury found from tho evi¬ 
dence that the Injuries were caused by 
the gros« negligence of the inidorman, 
then they might, In their discretion, give 
a further sum as punitive damages not 
exceeding the amount claimed in the peti¬ 
tion. 

"3. That if the plaintiff remained at the 
place where the accident happened, al¬ 
though her horse had l>een previously* 
restless and plunging backward and for¬ 
ward at the time of the 'passage of other 
street cars, and the action of the horse 
Indicated that hr might bsck the vehicle 
on the track, or otherwise get on the 
track. In front of an approaching car, and 
the plaintiff was negligent In this respect, 
and that hut for such negligence the ac- 
cJdenit would not have happened, she was 
not entitled to recover, unless the motor- 
tnnn, by the exercise of ordinary care, 
could have stopped his car In time to pre¬ 
vent the accident after he snv or ought 
to have seen that the vehicle was about to 
get on the track.** 

Second—Indignity by Inspector of Com¬ 
pany —In the matter of the duty of the 
Inspector of the company In going to tne 
couch where plaintiff was lying and open¬ 
ing the waist of her dress and putting his 
hand on her person, it was no part of his 
duty to make a physical examination of 
her or to report upon her physical condl. 
tlon, and If while acting In the scope of 
bis employment he went beyond the line 
of his duty In putting his band on her 
person the company should be held liable 
for tho Indignity.
